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WHAT’S THE MATTER 

R eaders who have had the patience to 
follow the discussion of the weakness 
of Sierra Madre’s municipal system got the 
picture last week. Highlights, only, of 
course, but detailed enough for the present 
purpose. 

Under the system, the mayor is merely 
the presiding officer at council meetings. 
Between meetings he has no more authority 
than the other councilmen—which is none 
at all. The true e.xecutive authority rests in 
the majority of the council while the council 
is in session. Between meetings there isn’t 
any e.xecutive authority. How can any busi¬ 
ness or organization be expected to function 
properly under such a system? 

Business of the city is carried on between 
council meetings by the various department^ 
—nine of ’em. The clerk and treasurer are 
elected, the rest are appointed. These de¬ 
partments include street, water, engineer¬ 
ing, legal, health, police and fire. 

In some cases the functions of these de¬ 
partments overlap. In some instances two 
or even three departments may be concerned 
in a' comparatively simple piece of work. 
All are on an equal plane and if anything, is 
wrong with the finished result of their 
joint efforts that means a three-way division 
of the blame, if any. If somebody wants to 
carry the complaint to a conclusion, the 
council is final authority. Over a period of 
twenty years, what has been the usual ver¬ 
dict on such complaints? “Sorry it hap¬ 
pened that way, Mr. Taxpayer, but there 
isn’t anything we can do about it now'. It’s 
just too bad.’’ 

Lacking a definite, continuing executive 
authority, covering all departments, how can 
good results be expected? Do w'e see the 
snap and vigor, the constant effort to secure 
maximum results at minimum cost, that 
would be expected in private business? Re¬ 
strain your laughter; no joking about that 


question. Could any private business stand 
the overlapping, duplication and lost motion 
found in municipal business? 

By this time it ought to be appaient that 
this questioning alxiut city affairs is not a 
criticism of any official or set of officials. 

* Sierra Madre has always had better officials 
than the average community. The system 
is at fault. The wonder is that city officials 
get as good results as they do under such a 
system. Why not have a reorganization 
'Which will make it easier for the same offi¬ 
cials to get better results? 

This brings us back to a basic statement 
made at the outset of this discussion. In 
any successful business, public or private, 
there must be two things: Authority and 
accountability. You cannot expect results 
unless you can exact accountability at every 
point in the organization. You cannot do 
that unless you have definitely placed au¬ 
thority.

I WHAT THE PUBLIC WANTS 

T he city council did well to deal fairly 
with the library board in their request 
for ample funds for the coming year. I^ess 
: is heard about the libraiy trustees than 
almost any other city offiSials. They meet 
monthly for library business, but have little 
contact with the public in official capacity. 
They are content to be represented by their 
very efficient and accommodating librarian. 
Miss Lulu Moore. 

Best evidence of the public’s approval of 
the work of the library board is in the con¬ 
tinuing increase in library patronage. With¬ 
out question, it is the most popular enter¬ 
prise conducted by the city. Public usage 
proves it. The public do not deal with the 
water, street, health or police departments 
because they want to, but from necessity. 
People patronize the library because they 
want to. 

More than half the population of Sierra 
Madre borrows books and makes use of the 
^reading room. They do it from choice, for 
pleasure and profit. Where is there any 
other public enterprise which can show such 
actual public demand? 

\ Now the public has literally forced the 
i library trustees to expand the service. Last 
year the library circulated more than 46,000 
books. Readers experienced in many librar- 
lies express astonishment that this can be 
!done with only one libi'arian. The library 
iis open six hours daily. But the librarian 
i finds it necessary to work additional hours 
To keep up with the work imposed by the 
public. 

Having just about reached the limit of 
librai'y service for one employe, the library 
trustees are facing the necessity for addi¬ 
tional help. They are not yet decided 
I whether longer hours for opening the li- 
' brary, or a part time helper for the librai’ian 
I is the solution. Considering the satisfac- 
■ tory administration of the library in the 
past, the board can be depended on to give 
good account of the additional resources 
made available for the next year.

! The .school situation in Sierra 
' Madre seems at last to be getting 
’ to the point where something is 
i to be done. With an undoubted 
strong sentiment in favor of more 
and better schools, the matter ha.s 
gradually approached the point 
where official cQgnizance must, 
soon be taken of the situation. | 

At a meeting of the chamber! 
of commerce board of directors j 
Monday night a committee was. 
appointed, and the committee’s ^ 
duties will include an analysis of j 
the school needs of the commun¬ 
ity, not only at the present time, 
but in the immediate future. 

A group of local business men 
secured an appointment with .Act¬ 
ing Superintendent Upjohn for | 
Wednesday morning, and that | 
gentlemen listened most attentive- | 
ly to the recitation of Sierra Mad¬ 
re’s school problems, from the 
business man’s standpoint. -After 
referring to the state school law, 
Mr. Upjohn stated that there 
seemed to be no law against the 
establishment of a high school 
district in Sierra .Madre, but said 
he would not make an authorita¬ 
tive statement to this effect with¬ 
out securing additional informa¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Upjohn suggested that the 
citizens of Sierra Madre take the 
matter up with Pasadena school 
authorities and attempt to arrive 
at a satisfactory conclusion before 
approaching the matter from any 
other angle. That, of course, is 
the logical procedure. 

Three separate courses seem 
possible: Accept the situation as 
it stands; secure a junior high 
school building for Sierra Mailre, 
at the expense of the entire high 
school district; or, withdrawal 
from Pasadena and establishing an 
independent high school district. 

It is suggested in some (quar¬ 
ters that the best temporary solu¬ 
tion would be to secure a tract of 
land comprising eight or more 
acres, and build a completely new 
plant to take care of students up 
to the ninth grade. Whether that 
could be done economically and 
efficiently, and affording the prop¬ 
er tie-in with the succeeding 
grades in the Pasadena schools is 
another matter. 

At any rate, it appears that 
the situation is progressing rap¬ 
idly from the conversational stage 
to the realm of action. .And the 
people can write their own ticket.

Psychology is used as much as' 
food in teaching children to eat. 
Children eat in health schools be¬ 
cause they are expected to eat 
and enjoy what is placed before 
them. “1 don't like it” is met 
with a tactful positive su>?KPstion 
from the teacher, “But you will 
learn to like it. We always eat 
everythinK at health schools.” 
Teacher cleans her plate, too, and 
answers roll call with “clean 
plate” as earnestly as the youny; 
eaters. She knows the value of a 
p;ood example. 

A dislike for certain foods, 
while a baflliriK problem at first 
is not such a difficult one if the 
child is really hunirry. The first ' 
thintf done is to change the child’s 
attitude toward the food he thinks ;

amounts. Probably it is carrots- * 
one time they are in soup, an- ' 
other time in salad, and some- ' 
times just plain buttered until * 
carrots are accepted and the dis- ■ 
like forgotten. 

Each child in his turn helps ■ 
prepare the noon-day lunch. This 
priviloffo sharpens the appetite < 
and trains the child in a worth- | 
while activity. 

Normal hungry children will 
eat in a happy social atmosphere i 
where they hear helpful positive 
suKtrestions and see good exam- • 
pies.
